Rabbi's  Desk 


There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  agitation 
in  the  Jewish  community  regarding  the  eleva¬ 
tion  to  the  sainthood  of  Edith  Stein  and  the 
beautification  of  Archbishop  Stepinac  of 
Zagreb  by  the  papal  authorities. 

Edith  Stein,  the  young  Jewish  woman 
who  converted  to  Catholicism  and  became  a 
nun,  was  murdered  in  Auschwitz  as  a  Jew. 
Naturally,  we  have  very  mixed  emotions 
about  her  and  her  martyrdom  that  is  so 
admired  by  the  Vatican. 

Overwhelmingly,  the  various  Catholic 
churches  in  central  and  eastern  Europe  were 
pro-fascist  and  sympathetic  to  the  Nazis.  This

history  is  well  documented  by  Father  John 
Morley  in  his  book,  Vatican  Diplomacy  and 
the  Jews  During  the  Holocaust  1939-1943 . 
There  were,  of  course,  notable  and  brave 
exceptions  of  priests,  nuns,  bishops  and  car¬ 
dinals  who  protested  the  deportations.  Now, 
the  Church  reveres  a  woman  who  died 
because  the  Germans  considered  her  to  be 
Jewish.  Probably  most  of  the  murderers  in 
Auschwitz  had  been  born  Catholics.  It  does 
give  one  food  for  thought. 

Cardinal  Aloysius  Stepinac  was  also  a 
controversial  figure.  As  Archbishop  of  Zagreb 
during  the  reign  of  terror  of  the  Croatian  Fas¬ 
cist  Catholic  Ustashe  regime,  he  had  co-oper¬ 
ated  with  the  government.  I  well  remember 
the  post-war  trial  of  the  prelate  by  Tito’s  com¬ 
munists. 

There  is  reason  to  reassess  his  role,  how¬ 
ever.  There  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that 
Stepinac  often  interceded  on  behalf  of  the 
Jews  and  protested  against  the  anti-Semitic 
excesses  of  the  regime.  Some  authorities  had 


asked  the  Vatican  to  wait  a  little  longer  until 
more  could  be  found  out  about  his  role. 

This  brings  us  to  our  real  quarrel  with 
the  Holy  See  at  this  time.  Why  will  they  not 
open  their  wartime  archives  and  shed  some 
light  on  their  dealings  with  the  Axis  powers? 

I  was  delighted  to  hear  that  Cardinal 
O’Connor  feels,  as  we  do,  that  the  Church 
should  be  more  forthcoming.  Let  us  hope  we 
receive  a  favorable  response  very  soon.

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Celebrating  Hanukkah 


When? 

Hanukkah  is  celebrated  for  eight  days  begin¬ 
ning  on  the  25th  day  of  Kislev  which  corre¬ 
sponds  to  the  evening  of  Sunday,  December 
13th  through  sundown,  Monday,  December 
21st  this  year. 

Why? 

Lights  are  kindled  in  the  menorah,  or  Hanukki- 
ah,  on  each  of  the  eight  nights  of  Hanukkah  to 
commemorate  the  miraculous  victory  of  the 
Jews  over  the  Syrian  Greeks  in  the  Second  Cen¬ 
tury,  B.C.E.  A  small  cruse  of  oil  found  when  the 
Temple  was  rededicated  surprisingly  lasted  for 
eight  days  instead  of  the  expected  one  day, 
making  it  possible  for  the  Jews  to  purify  more 
oil  for  the  lamp  in  that  period  of  time. 

The  rabbis  tell  us  that  just  as  a  small  amount  of 
oil  casts  a  great  deal  of  light,  so  did  a  few  Jews 
stand  against  the  many  and  the  mighty  in  order 
to  preserve  their  faith. 

How? 

A  menorah  has  places  for  eight  lights  and  one 
more  light,  the  ninth,  called  the  shamash.  Gen¬ 
erally,  wax  candles  are  used,  although  some 
menorahs  are  made  to  be  used  with  oil  and  a 
wick. 

On  the  first  evening,  the  first  candle  is  placed 
on  the  RIGHT  side  of  the  menorah.  Then,  on 
each  succeeding  night,  a  candle  is  added  to  the 
LEFT.  The  shamash  is  lit  first  and  the  following 
blessings  are  said: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  asher  kidshanu  b’mitzvoatav 
v’tzivanu  l’hadlik  ner  shel  Hanukkah. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  made  us  holy 
through  His  commandments  and  who  has 
commanded  us  to  kindle  the  Hanukkah 
light. 

Then: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  she-asah  nisim  la-avotainu 


bayamin  hamen  baz-man  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  performed  miracles 
for  our  ancestors  in  those  days,  at  this 
time. 

On  the  first  night  only,  the  Sheheheyanu  is 
added: 

Barukh  Atah  Adonai  Elohainu  Melekh 
Haolam,  sheheheyanu  v’kee-y’manu 
v’hee-gee-anu  lazman  hezeh. 

Praised  are  You,  Lord  Our  God,  King  of 
the  Universe,  who  has  kept  us  in  life, 
sustained  us,  and  enabled  us  to  reach  this 
season. 

Then  the  shamash  is  used  to  kindle  that 
evening’s  lights.  The  kindling  always  starts  on 
the  LEFT  with  the  candle  which  has  been 
added  for  the  new  day  and  continues  by  mov¬ 
ing  to  the  RIGHT. 

On  Friday  night,  the  Shabbat  candles  are  lit 
after  the  Hanukkah  lights  are  lit. 

Special  attention  should  be  given  to  children’s 
involvement  in  kindling  the  lights.  In  many 
families  more  than  one  menorah  is  lit,  with  the 
children  lighting  their  own. 

Customs? 

After  lighting  Hanukkah  candles  or  lights,  it  is 
customary  to  sing  Hanukkah  songs  and  to  eat 
potato  latkes  (pancakes)  with  either  applesauce 
or  sour  cream.  In  Israel,  fried  donuts  instead  of 
latkes  are  eaten. 

In  the  United  States,  it  has  become  customary 
for  children  to  receive  Hanukkah  gelt  (money), 
Hanukkah  chocolate  candies,  and  to  play  with 
dreidels.  Also,  family  members  tend  to 
exchange  Hanukkah  gifts  in  a  “Jewish  way”  of 
expressing  their  love  for  one  another. 

Hanukkah  is  also  a  perfect  time  and  excuse  for 
having  Hanukkah  parties  -  a  way  of  celebrating 
this  victorious  aspect  of  our  Jewish  history.
